fter a while, you can recognize

Murray Maschmeyer can spot it 
in a second.

Zalaski says, 
indicating a preppy blonde in front 
of a pizza-by-the-slice shop. “He's 
trouble. We’ll be meeting him 
later.” 

Maschmeyer nods in agreement. 
There are three dead giveaways 
sure signs that an individual hz as 
come out to Whyte Avenue in 
search of trouble: 

a) no jacket, despite the chill in 
the September night air; 

b) wearing sunglasses after mid- 
night; 

c) listless strutting and jerky 
movements, like an aggressive 
rooster. 

The prepster scores two out of 
three: shirtsleeves and constant 
motion. As he drifts though the 
crowd and down the street, 
Constables Zalaski and Masch- 
meyer study him intently, commit- 
ting his features to memory. 
Zalaksi and Maschmeyer are Old 
Strathcona’s guardians, the only 
two police officers assigned this 
Saturday night to patrol a neigh- 
bourhood with 10,000 licensed bar 
and restaurant seats. It’s their job 
to be everywhere, on the street 
and in every night club, riding herd 
on the thousands of revellers who 
flock to Whyte Avenue each week- 
end. Zalaski-estimates that of the 
people wh@_end up getting arrest- 
ed or fineg’sn Whyte Avenue, 90 
per cent don’t even live in 
Edmonton. “They come from 
Leduc, Sherwood Park, St. Albert. 
They’re here to party and they 
don’t care.”

For the past 15 years, Old 
Strathcona has been the most pop- 
ular shopping district in Edmon- 
ton. But in the past two or three 
years, merchants have complained 
of a slow decline in the neighbor- 
hood’s ambience, which they fear 
will eventually drive away busi- 
ness.

70,000. His device, which is on dis- 
play at the Smithsonian Institute, 
led to the invention of the frequen- 
cy generator, a device once touted 
by some as the cure for cancer. In 
subsequent years, however, the 
machine was discounted as quack- 
ery by the medical establishment. 

No Edmonton public health offi- 
cials contacted by SEE Magazine 
had even heard of the technology. 
However, Quackwatch.com, a 
U.S.-based Web site devoted to 
debunking unconventional med- 
ical treatments (including chiro- 
practic), dismisses the technology 
as “pseudoscience.” According to 
Quackwatch.com, Rife copied the 
theories of an M.D. named Albert 
Abrams (1864-1924), who called 
the process Radionics. Abrams 
was labelled “the dean of gadget 
quacks” by the American Medical 
Association. 

Rife died penniless and obscure 
in 1971, but in recent years there’s 
been renewed interest in Rife’s 
theories. 

Rife’s frequency-generation 
treatment is not recognized by the 
medical profession anywhere in 
Canada or the U.S. and no provin- 
cial medical insurance plan covers 
such treatments. But still thou- 
sands of Canadians travel to pri- 
vate clinics in Tijuana, Mexico and 
pay thousands of dollars for treat- 
ments. However, machines using 


the technology can be purchased 

over the Internet for about $4,500. 
Harry Wezel, a retired bus driver 

living on a disability pension, owns 


a Rife machine and is a member of 


a non-profit society devoted to 
promoting study of Rife technolo 
gy. Wezel, a city resident, treats 
several people, including one man 
with a brain tumour. Wezel refuses 
to charge directly for his services, 
instead “suggesting” a donation to 
the society (he refused to reveal 
the amount of each donation over 
the phone). Wezel told SEF he and 
other Rife machine operators are 
very careful not to make any 
claims about curing anything. In 
fact, before he takes on any new 
client, Wezel says he spends 30 
minutes going through a dis 
claimer with them. 

“The technology isn’t completely 
proven,” he explained. That is the 
main objective of October's con- 
ference. Gerald Schoof, one of the 
organizers, hopes such events will 
draw enough public interest to 
prompt serious scientific study 
“Whether or not it’s effective 
against cancer remains to be 
seen,” said Schoof. “But it’s cer- 
tainly worth examining.”

It’s become a cliché for musi- 
cians to gripe about their treat- 
ment in the hands of the Powers 
That Be; but Matt Johnson is not, 
and has never been, your typical 
musician. For one thing, he has 
worked in the industry since he 
was 11, in all manner of jobs that 
give him unusual insight into the 
system. Born and raised in 
London, Johnson was an icono- 
clast from the beginning, experi- 
menting with electronic music dur- 
ing the late 70s, when punk was 
the way to go. His music, which 
never had a label until “alterna- 
tive” came along, has been the 
property of Epic, Sony (for 17 
years), and, most recently, 
Universal. 

The The’s other peculiarities 
include a rotating roster (more 
than 25 contributors, including 
Neneh Cherry, Anno Domino, 
Howie B., Johnny Marr and the 
Reverend MacLeod) and their 
drawn-out production schedules. 
Of course, the latter isn’t always 
their fault. The The’s latest album, 
NakedSelf, is the product of years 
of work, but other factors slowed 
things down as well. 

“I became a father for the first 
time, and left England,” explains 
Johnson, “and then when I went 
into production, the shit hit the 
fan.” 

That’s putting it mildly. The The 
had recently split from Sony after 
the label had refused to fund his 
experimental album, Gun Sluts. 
Now, on board Interscope’s 
Nothing Records (quoth Johnson: 
“Tt lives up to its name”), The The 
was poised to release NakedSelf 
when the cock-ups began. 

“The album was ready in 
November, and I was scheduled to 
tour to Europe as early 
as February .. . but 

the support wasn’t

there,” explains Johnson. “I had 
reps in Portugal who had been 
contacting London for six months, 
trying to get an interview or even a 
promo copy of the album. No 
response.” Johnson cites other 
occasions of radio stations calling 
him directly, desperate for copies 
of NakedSelf. 

“And it wasn’t just me,” Johnson 
points out. “Beck was livid with 
their treatment. The Nine Inch 
Nails album (The Fragile) was a 
disaster commercially. If 1 were a 
shareholder at Universal, I'd con- 
sider it insanity to let Beck or Nine 
Inch Nails slip by.” 

Something was wrong with 
Nothing. The answer came to 
Johnson through an insider at 
Universal. “When Seagram, which 
is owned by Vivendi, acquired Uni- 
versal, they merged it with Poly- 
gram. To pay for the merger, they 
promised the shareholders

Hence, the self-funded, self-pro- 
moted world tour. But Johnson 
didn’t stop there: in a desperate 
bid to get his music out to the right 
ears, he chose the controversial 
and financially hazardous route of 
releasing his material over the 
Internet. 

“I had no alternative,” says 
Johnson. “It was a question of 
morality, not legality. Everyone 
who’s heard the album has loved 
it, which makes it all the more 
galling that Universal panned it. I 
just couldn’t turn my back on it.” 

Johnson is all too conscious of 
the implications of his move. On 
the one hand, it lends credibility to 
Napster and other pirate music 
sites, which, in Johnson’s eyes, are 
as bad as the studios. On the other 
hand, the Internet may ‘represent a 
slow but inevitable shifting of 
power, placing contro} over music- 
making and circulation in the 
hands of the artists. 

“All you need is a good distribu- 
tion system — like the Internet — 
and a good marketing person,” 
said Johnson, whose break from 
Universa) has also led him to start 
his own label, Lazarus. “Corpora- 
tions will fight for their privilege to 
own artists . . . but it’s my hope 
year is going to be interesting.”

f the pages of Harper Lee’s clas- 
fs: novel To Kill a Mockingbird 

spoke to generations of young 
adults, imagine the power of the 
stage production. Citadel Theatre 
artistic director Bob Baker has 
made a brave choice in this materi- 
al and director Dennis Gurnhum 
has stretched the parameters of 
that choice to give us a play both 
visually and emotionally enticing. 

Including the audience on stage 
(“yeah, you can see everything but 
the chairs are sure uncomfort- 
able,” was one comment from the 
cheap seats) evokes a sense of 
small-town closeness, where 
everyone knows everyone's busi- 
ness. This is-essential to the text, 
written as a first-person narrative 
from the point of view of Scout, a 
young girl growing up in racially- 
divided Maycomb, Alabama, in 
1935. 

Seating a portion of the audi- 
ence on stage makes the piece 
absolutely inclusive. Neighbour 
women scuttle back and forth 
across a child’s limited vision, gos- 
siping and doing their business 
with occasional admonishments to 
the motherless Finch children: 
Scout (Arianna Marsden) her 
brother Jem (Beau Sweatman);

Marsden and the 
Sweatman duo deliver their lines 
carefully but the cadence and into- 
nation of real language is missing. 
A grown-up and very animated 
Scout (Gina Wilkenson), reminisc- 
ing about her childhood in 
Maycomb, helps young Arianna 
Marsden round out her character 
but, as central players in this 
drama, the pre-pubescent trio 
rarely move beyond who they are 
— children speaking lines from a 
script. 

Still, To Kill a Mockingbird is a 
good enough story to captivate an 
audience. The drama surrounding 
the courtroom scene is tantalizing- 


ly fresh, particularly with chilling 
testimony from the alleged victim 
Mayelle Ewell, played powerfully 
by Tara Hughes, and the halting 
words of defence by actor Seun 
Olagunju, who plays Tom. Add the 
cool, haughtiness that one has 
come to expect from John 
Kirkpatrick, as the public prosecu- 
tor, and you’ve got spellbinding 
tension. By staying true to the 
novel and telling the story from a 
child’s perspective, Christopher 
Sergel’s adaptation keeps the audi- 
ence focused on Scout and Jem 
and Dill’s dream-like passage of 
one summer. The townsfolk are 
viewed the way children would 
view them; Maudie Atkinson 
(Heather Lea MacCallum) is 
known for her cakes, Mrs. Dubose 
(Doris Chillcott) for her scolding 
tongue. Brian Dooley as Heck 
Tate, sheriff of Maycomb County, 
is splendidly stodgy and, yes, to 
the kids, stalwart. He’s a fixture, 
someone they can count on, and 
when the justice system proves 
itself to be skewed, Heck Tate’s 
status is suddenly questioned. 

Because the play is about more 
than justice, truth and the sickness 
of racial discrimination, the “com- 
ing out” of neighbour Boo Radley 
(James MacDonald) is as mystical 
and important and poignant as the 
children’s own discovery of their 
father’s true character.

ne of the most infamous and 
[Jess parties in the world 
is Mardi Gras. Once a year, 
around Ash Wednesday (generally 
during February) you hear on the 
news how crazy Louisiana gets 
over Mardi Gras festivities. Yet all 
over the world, especially in most 
Latin American and Caribbean 
countries, there are similar parties 
with the same essence and feel as 
Mardi Gras. One of the most inter- 
esting times I have ever experi- 
enced was being in Trinidad and 
Tobago during Carnival, a festival 

very similar to Mardi Gras. 

Located Northeast of Venezuela 
and at the end of the chain of 
Caribbean islands, T&T is a beauti- 
ful country with a very diverse cul- 
ture, yet it is the country most 
overlooked by Caribbean vacation 
seekers. This small island has a 
population of 1.35 million people 
of mostly African and East Indian 
ancestry. The official language is 
English, making it an easy country 
for most visitors to travel around. 
Port-of-Spain is the capital city, 
and the place where most grand 
festivities take place. Presently, 
aside from the expense of getting 
there, travelling around T&T is 
quite economical. 

Carnival (pronounced car-nee- 
val) falls on Ash Wednesday and is 
characterized by an elaborate 
parade of costumes showcased 
over a couple of days. But Carnival 
is not a parade. It’s an event that 
you experience. Carnival actually 
takes place two days before Ash 
Wednesday. Trinidad is famous for 
Calypso music and steel bands. 
For weeks before the festival, 
fetes, or parties pop up every- 
where. Calypso competitions 
begin and steel bands that once 
fought one another with sticks and 
machetes battle for bragging rights 
on stage. On the Monday before 
Carnival things really wind up: 
there’s a music competition at the 
beautiful Queen’s Park Savannah. 
It’s like going to a concert, but 
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New Orleans isn’t the only place to party on Ash 
Wednesday. Port-of-Spain gets down for Carnival, too 


much larger with about 20 differ- 
ent stages all playing similar but 
different music. On the next day 
an initial parade goes through the 
streets. Here, some of the cos- 
tumes are presented, or partly 
shown. What makes this parade 
different from any other is that you 
don’t simply sit on the side of the 
streets and watch people go by, 
you actually participate. Sure, you 
may just want to watch, but the 
vibe and energy from the music 
and people persuade you to join 
the dance, the music, and the fun. 
The same parade occurs the next 
day, but this time at a fevered 
pitch? The’ elaborate costumes are 
in full and the energy is even 
stronger. People get a little crazier 
— naked people dance down the 
streets (locals will confide that 
divorce lawyers are especially 
busy after Carnival). Of course, the 
whole time during the parade 
you're also drinking Carib beer, 
because it’s cheap, easy to get, and 
tastes good when it’s 35 C outside. 
Avoid drinking Stag, a beer with a 
flavour closely connected to its 
name. The most unique part of this 
whole experience was Jouvay.

Where the other 
movies tend to mock and celebrate 
Britishness in equal measure, 
Hitchcock’s take on placid Ameri- 
can life is positively Lynchian in its 
evocation of the corruption under- 
lying the pleasant facade of a small 
town in California. Joseph Cotten 
is the picture of malign, barely 
contained arrogance as Uncle 
Charlie, who makes his money 
murdering wealthy widows until 
the proximity of the cops sends 
him from Philadelphia to Santa 
Rosa to hide out with his unsus- 
pecting relatives. Teresa Wright 
plays Charlie, his adoring niece, 
who believes the two share a spe- 
cial bond until she begins to sus- 
pect her uncle has done some 
dark, terrible things. 

Though nothing much seems to 
happen for the first half of the film, 
Hitchcock is steadily building up 
tensions between pairs. There are 


two sets of cops in pursuit, two — 


men under suspicion for the mur- 





ders, a pair of conversations about 
how to commit the perfect mur- 
der... you could go on counting 
pairs for a while. 

It’s also interesting to watch 
how the director changes young 
Charlie’s mundane sunshiney 
home into a dark, dangerous and 
claustrophobic place. Suddenly 
everything starts happening at 
night and the tight framing seems 


to trap and constrain the dis- 


tressed girl. 

At a time when Hollywood prod- 
uct was positing threats to 
‘America from without, it was bold 
to make a movie exploring the cor- 
ruption within society, and 
Hitchcock seems to suggest this 
dark nature abides in all humanity 
from the shady loner to the guile- 
less schoolgirl whose innocence is 
merely a temporary condition. 

All four films showing at the 
Metro this weekend are newly 
struck 35mm prints, which makes 
this an opportunity to get to know 
Hitchcock that you shouldn't. miss.
